Ten Articles of Keligion were published in the 
reign of Henry VIII., a.d. 1536, two years after 
the separation of the Church of England from the 
Church of Borne. 

The first five were upon Doctrines and Sacra- 
ments, the rest upon Ceremonies. 

These Articles were proposed by the Eling to 
the Convocation, agreed upon after much discus- 
sion, and published by royal authority. Most of 
the Bomish errors were retained in them. They 
are printed in Burnet's History of the Beforma- 
tion, book iii. (Addenda) and Fuller's Church 
History. 

Henry VIII. was empowered by Act of Parlia- 
ment (1543) to appoint Commissioners for the 
revision of Ecclesiastical Laws. Little progress 
was made in his reign ; but similex «ss*3a.OTis?i -^-^a* 
granted to EdwardW. 'mlSV^^ «5A ^^^^^^^"^^ 
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at the head of which was Archbishop Cranmer^ 
drew up the book called "Keformatio Legum 
Ecclesiasticarum ;" but this book was never set 
forth by authority. 

This Committee directed the Archbishop to 
prepare a Book of Articles^ a.d. 1551. 

In the year 1553, Forty-two Articles were pub- 
lished under the title of " The Articles agreed upon 
by the Bishops and other learned and godly men, 
in the last Convocation at London, in the year of 
our Lord 1552, for to root out the discord of 
opinions, and stablish the agreement of true 
religion; published by the Bang's Majesty's au- 
thority." 

These Articles were, probably, for the most part 
drawn up by Cranmer. In his examination before 
Queen Mary's Commissioners he acknowledged 
" that they were his doings." 

But he was doubtless assisted by the principal 
divines then engaged in the Eeformation, and 
principally, it is supposed, by Bishop Kidley. — 
The letter of Edward YI. to the Bishops, in 1553, 
speaks of them as devised ^' by counsel and good 



advice of the greatest learned part of our Bishops 
of this realm, and sundry others of the clergy." 

The doctrinal statements are the same in suh- 
stance with those expressed in the first part of the 
"Beformatio Legum Ecclesiasticarum ;" but the 
language is, in a great measure, adopted from the 
Confession of Augsburg, which was drawn up by 
Melanchthon in 1530, published in 1531, and 
agcdn, with alterations, in 1540. 

They were published in Latin and English, 
together with a Short Catechism, also in both 
languages, "for all school-masters to teach." — 
This was much longer than the Catechism now in 
use; part of which (to the end of the question 
after the Lord's Prayer) had been printed before, 
in the first and second Prayer Books of Edward 
VI. (1549 and 1552.) The rest was added in the 
reign of James I. (a.d. 1604.) 

It does not appear that these Forty-two 
Articles received the sanction of the Houses of 
Convocation, or that they were subscribed by many 
of the Clergy. Edward VI. died two months 
after they were published (Jul^ ^Y «sA^^ -sr^ssx^ 
repealed by Queen Mary. 
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Elizabeth succeeded to the throne in Novem- 
ber, 1558. The revision of the Articles was en- 
trusted to Archbishop Parker in 1562, subject to 
the judgment of the Convocation. The result 
was the compilation of Thirty-nine Articles, which 
were drawn up in Latin, and subscribed by both 
Houses of Convocation in 1562. They were 
printed in Latin (Wolfe's edition), and in English 
(Jugg and Cawood's edition), both in 1563 ; but 
one which was in the manuscript was omitted, so 
that the number printed was Thirty-eight. 

In 1571, the present Thirty-nine Articles were 
subscribed by the Upper House of Convocation. 
The manuscript signed by the Archbishop of 
Canterbury and the Bishops was in English. And 
the number was still Thirty-eight ; the Thirty-fifth 
and Thirty-sixth at that time forming one Article. 
The publication of them was committed to the care 
of Bishop Jewel, who made a few slight corrections 
of the text. He altered, for instance, the titles, 
by prefixing in every case the word " De." The 
Katification was also added. They were published 
in Latin (by Day), and in English (by Jugg and 
Cawood), as Thirty-nine. 
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The Convocation of 1562 omitted altogether 
six Articles of the Forty-two, and made two into 
one, and added four proposed by Parker; one of 
these four was the Article omitted in the publi- 
cation, (p. 9.) In 1571, the fourth Article pro- 
posed by Parker was printed with the rest, so as 
to complete the present Thirty-nine. 

The Articles omitted were — the Tenth, On 
Chrace ; the Sixteenth, on Blasphemy against the 
Holy Ghost ; the Thirty-ninth, The Reswrrection of 
the Dead is not yet brought to pass; the Fortieth, 
The sovls of them that depa/rt this life do neither 
die loith the bodies, n,or sleep idly; the Forty-first, 
on Heretics called MiMena^i ; the Forty-second, 
AU men shaU not he sa/ved a>t the length. 

The two which were made into one were, the 
Sixth, The Old Testament is not to he refused, and 
the Nineteenth, AU m,en are hound to keep the 
moral commamdments of the la/w. Parts of each 
were omitted ; and the two compose the present 
Seventh, « Of the Old Testament." 

The three proposed by Parker in 1562, and 
printed in 1563, were thft ¥\i\j£v, ^'^ ^1 H^^ ^5^^-^

Ghost ;" the Twelfth, " Of good works ;" and the 
Thirtieth, « Of both kinds." 

The Article printed for the first time in 1571, 
was the Twenty-ninth : — " Of the wicked, which 
do not eat the Body of Christ in the use of the 
Lord's Supper." 

The Twentieth Article, as it now stands, com- 
mences with a clause, the authority of which has 
been disputed. The clause is — 

'' Habet ecclesia ritus sive cseremonias statuendi jus, 
et in fidei controversiis authoritatem ; quamvis " ecclesia 
non habet, &c. 

** The Church hath power to decree rites and cere- 
monies, and authority in controversies of fiftith ; and yet " 
it is not lawful for, &c. 

This clause was not in the Latin manuscript 
signed by the Convocation in 1562, nor in the 
English manuscript signed in 1571, nor in the 
Latin and English editions published under the 
direction of Bishop Jewel in 1571. Nor is it 
likely that such a clause should have been added 
by them to this Article, since they certainly sub- 
joined to the Thirty-fourth Article a clause upon 
the same subject ; — " Every particular," &c. But 
/f/ie clause was printed in the Latin edition. 
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(Wolfe's) in 1563, with the exception of the 
words " sive caerimonias ;" and it is found in an 
English edition (by Jugg and Cawood) in 1571, 
published after that of Jewel. 

The register of the Acts of the Lower House of 
Convocation perished in the fire of London (1 666); 
but on the examination of Archbishop Laud, 
(1 637) who was accused of unduly introducing the 
clause, a declaration was produced affirming its 
existence in the authoritative copy of the acts of 
the Convocation kept in St. Paul's. (See Lamb's 
Historical Account, 33-37.) 

Bishop Short, in his History of the Church of 
England, conjectures that the clause was inserted 
under the direction of Queen Elizabeth, after the 
Articles were subscribed by the Upper House of 
Convocation (in 1562), and so published in Wolfe's 
Latin edition, which appears, from a notice at the 
end, to have been revised and examined by the 
Queen. And he accounts for the subsequent dis- 
crepancies among copies and editions, by the care- 
lessness of those who transcribed the records of 
Convocation, and the general indifference t^ ^^ 
subject of the clause. 
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In the reign of Elizabeth^ subscription an4 
declaration of assent to those articles ^^ which con- 
cern the confession of the true Christian faith^ and 
the doctrines of the Sacraments," was all that was 
required by law. (13 Elizabeth, ch, 12.) 

The Declaration prefixed to the Articles was 
added in the reign of Charles I. 



The Assembly of Divines convened by the 
Parliament, at Westminster, during the civil war 
(1643), commenced their labours by the alteration 
of the Thirty-nine Articles. The principal changes 
were the following : — 

Article III. " He went down into Hell ;" explained to 
mean " He was under the dominion of Death." 

Article VI. The Apocrypha not to be mentioned at all. 

Article VIII. "On the Three Creeds"; omitted. 

Article IX. For " very fer gone from, " they substituted 
" wholly deprived of (original righteousness)." 

Article XI. The assertions that Christ's obedience and 
satisfaction are imputed to us for our justification, and 
that God will not forgive the impenitent, were introduced. 

Article XIII. For "inspiration," they wrote, "rege- 
neration (of his Spirit)." 

For "they have the nature of sin," — 

" they are sinful." 
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The Assembly did not complete the revision of the 
Articles, as the whole form of Church Government 
was changed during their session.

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HIS MAJESTY'S DECLARATION, 



Bbikg by God's ordinance^ according to Our just 
title, Defender of the Faith, and Supreme Gover- 
nor of the Church, within these Our Dominions, 
We hold it most agreeable to this Our Kingly 
Office, and Our own religious Zeal, to conserve and 
maintain the Church committed to Our Charge, in 
unity of true Religion, and in the Bond of Peace ; 
and not to suffer unnecessary Disputations, Alter- 
cations, or Questions to be raised, which may 
nourish Faction both in the Church and Common- 
wealth. We have, therefore, upon mature Delibe- 
ration, and with the Advice of so many of Our 
Bishops as might conveniently be called together, 
thought fit to make this Declaration following. 

That the Articles of the Church of England — 
which have been allowed and authorized hereto- 
fore, and which our Clergy gewewXtj XskS^^ ^sj^- 
ficrihed unto — do contain t\ie Y,TOfcT>w^,wsfc o\*n^^

Church of England^ agreeable to Gk)d's Word : 
which We do therefore ratify and confirm, re- 
quiring all Our loving Subjects to continue in the 
uniform Profession thereof, and prohibiting the 
least difference from the said Articles ; which to 
that end We command to be new printed, and this 
Our Declaration to be published therewith. 

That We are Supreme Governor of the Church 
of England : and that if any Difference aris6 
about the external Policy, concerning the Injunc- 
tions, Canons, and other Constitutions whatsoever 
thereto belonging, the Clergy in their Convocation 
is to order and settle them, having first obtained 
leave under Our Broad Seal so to do; and We 
approving their said Ordinances and Constitutions; 
providing that none be made contrary to the Laws 
and Customs of the Land. 

That out of Our princely care that the Church- 
men may do the work which is proper unto them, 
the Bishops and Clergy, from time to time in 
Convocation, upon their humble Desire, shall have 
Licence under our Broad Seal, to deliberate of, 
and to do all such things, as being made plain by 
them, and assented unto by Us, shall concern the 
settled Continusuioe of the Doctrine andl3\ad^\\aft 
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of the Church of England^ now established ; from 
which We will not endure any varying or departing 
in the least Degree. 

That for the present, though some differences 
have been ill raised, yet We take comfort in this, 
that all Clergymen within Our Eealm have always 
most willingly subscribed to the Articles estab- 
lished ; which is an argument to Us, that they all 
agree in the true, usual, literal meaning of the 
said Articles; and that even in those curious 
points, in which the present differences lie, men 
of all sorts take the Articles of the Church of 
England to be for them ; which is an argument 
again, that none of them intend any desertion of 
the Articles established. 

That, therefore, in these both curious and un- 
happy differences, which have for so many hun- 
dred years, in different times and places, exercised 
the Church of Christ, We will, that all further 
curious search be laid aside, and these disputes 
shut up in God's promises, as they be generally 
set forth to us in the Holy Scriptures, and the 
general meaning of the Articles of the Church of 
England according to them. And tXj^a^ \^'^ -ccasv 
hereafter shall either pimt ot ^t^w2q.A^ ^>^^^^^ "^^ 
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Article aside any way, but shall submit to it in 
the plain and full meaning thereof ; and shdil not 
put his own sense or comment to be the meaning 
of the Article, but shall take it in the literal and 
grammatical sense. 

That if any public Eeader in either of out 
Universities, or any Head or Master of a College, 
or any other person respectively in either of them, 
shall affix any new sense to any Article, or shall 
publicly read, determine, or hold any public Dis- 
putation, or suffer any such to be held either 
way, in either the Universities or Colleges respec- 
tively ; or if any Divine in the Universities shall 
preach or print anything either way, other than 
is already established in Convocation with Our 
Koyal assent ; he or they, the offenders, shall be 
liable to Our displeasure, and the Church's censure 
in Our Commission Ecclesiastical, as well as any 
other : and We will see there shall be due execu- 
tion upon them. 



AKTICLE I. 

Of Faith in the Holy Trinity, 

'There is but one living and true God, ever- 
lasting,2 without body, parts, or passions ; ^of in- 
finite power, wisdom, and goodness, the ^ Maker 
and Preserver of all things, both visible and 
invisible.* And in unity of this Godhead there be 
three Persons, of one substance, power, and 
eternity; the Father, the Son, and the Holy 
Ghost. 



> Isa. xliv. 6 : I am the First, and I am the Last ; and 
beside me there is no God. Jer. x. 10 : The Lord is the 
true God, he is the living God, and an everlasting King.

^ The Son, which is the Word of the Father, 
begotten from everlasting of the Father,* the very 
and eternal God, of one substance with the Fa- 
ther, took man's nature in the womb of the 
blessed virgin, of her substance : so that two 
whole and perfect natures, that is to say, the 
Godhead and Manhood, were joined together in 
one Person,^ never to be divided, whereof is one

' Holy Scripture containeth all things neces- 
sary to salvation : so that whatsoever is not read 
therein, nor may be proved thereby, is not to be 
required of any man that it should be believed as 
an article of the faith, or be thought requisite or 
necessary to salvation. ^ In the name of the Holy 
Scripture, we do understand those canonical 
Books of the Old and New Testament, of whose 
authority was never any doubt in the Church. 



15, 17 : From a child thou hast known 
the holy Scriptures, which are able to make thee wise imto 
salvation, through &ith which is in Christ Jesus. All 
Scripture is given by inspiration of God, and is profitable 
for doctrine, for reproof, for correction, &c.

^ Those five commonly called sacraments, that 
is to say, confirmation, penance, orders, matri- 
mony, and extreme unction, are not to be counted 
sacraments of the gospel, being such as have 
grown partly of the corrupt foUowing of the 
apostles, partly are states of life allowed in the 
Scriptures : but yet have not like nature of sacra- 
ments with Baptism and the Lord's Supper, for 
that they have not any visible sign or ceremony 
ordained of God. 

^ The sacraments were not ordained of Christ 
to be gazed upon, or to be carried about, but that 
we should duly use them. And in such only as 
worthily receive the same, they have a wholesome

AKTICLE XXXVL 
Of Consecration of Bishops cmdMimsters. ' 

The book of consecration of archbishops and 
bishops^ and ordering of priests and deacons, 
lately set forth in the time of Edward the Sixth, 
and confirmed at the same time by authority of 
Parliament, doth contain all things necessary to 
such consecration and ordering, neither hath it 
any thing that of itself is superstitious and un- 
godly. And therefore whosoever are consecrated 
or ordered according to the rites of that book. 



'See Article XXIU* 
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since the second year of the forenamed king 
Edward, unto this time, or hereafter shall be con- 
secrated or ordered according to the same rites, 
we decree all such to be rightly,^ orderly, and 
lawfully consecrated and ordered. 



ARTICLE XXXVII. 
Of ike CivU Magistraies. 

^ The king's majesty hath the chief power in 
this realm of England, and other his dominions, 
unto whom the chief government of all the estates 
of this realm, whether they be ecclesiastical or 
civil, in all causes doth appertain, and is not, nor 
ought to be, subject to any foreign jurisdiction. 

Where we attribute to the king's majesty the 
chief government, by which titles we understand 
the minds of some slanderous folks to be offended, 
we give not to our princes the ministering either 
of God's Word, or of the sacraments, the which

charge by God, whether they be ecclesiastical or 
temporal, and restrain with the civil sword, the 
stubborn or evil-doers.
